MAYOR PLANS 


TO DRAFT 


30-YEAR U. R. FRANCHISE 


Calls Cabinet and Engineer to Consider Tenta- 
tive Form of Ordinance, Hoping to Com- 
plete It by July 15. 


The Post-Dispatch today learned 
that Mayor Miller will meet tomor- 
row with members of his cabinet 


to attempt to draft a new United 
I.ailways franchise ordinance. 

When questicned the Mayor said 
that an engineer, whose identity he 
refused to disclose, would be called 
into the conference. 

“There is no disagreement ex. 
cept as to the rate of return and 
as to valuation,” the Mayor said. 
He indicated that those questions 
would not be considered by the 
city, they being solely within’ the 
jurisdiction of the Missouri Public 
Service Commission. 

The Mayor expects that the pro- 
posal, in rough form, will be ready 
by July 15, the date the United 
Railways reorganizers set as the 
limit of their waiting for some 
franchise action by. the city. When 


the draft is completed it probably 
will be placed before Stanley 


Clarke, attorney for the reorganiz- 
ers. 

It is understood the Mayor's 
plan includes the granting of a 
30-year franchise, which will in- 
clude provision for the payment of 
the city’s claim under the mil] tax 
A tentative ordinance drawn more 
than a year ago, and acceptable 
both to the reorganizers and ihe 
Mayor except as to the rate of re- 
turn, provided for a 30-year fran- 
chise. 

In addition to the Mayor and 
the engineer, those- who will par- 
ticipate in drafting the new ordi- 
nance will be City Counse'o: 
Muench, Comptroller Nolte, Presi- 
dent Kinsey of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service, Director Brooks of the 
Department of Streets and Sewc.s 
and Director Pritchard of the De- 
partment of Public Utilities. 

The Board of Aldermen, which 
must pass upon a franchise ordi- 
nance, is in vacation until Sept. 15. 


STEAMER HITS 
ICEBERG, SLIDES 
OFF LEDGE 


Fact That Montcalm Was Pro- 
ceeding Slowly Saves It 
From Disaster.

GLASGOW, Scotland, July 11.— 


The Canadian Pacific steamer 


Montcalm, when two days out 
from Montreal, July 3, ran into an 
iceberg. but eventually came off 
without much damage, though 
she was delayed 44 hours in ihe 
ice field. 

In the Strait of Belle Isle, during 
a fog, the ship slid into a _ sub- 
merged ledge of'a big berg and 
canted steeply. The ship wus pro- 
ceeding slowly because of the low 
visibility and that fact saved it 
from serious damage. Passengers 
donned life belts, lifeboats were 
swung out and crews stood readv 
to launch them. 

Later the vessel slid off the 
ledge and righted itself. The fog 
continued for two days, however, 
and the Montcalm was unable to 
proceed. Other vessels were simi- 
larly held up and “sirens were 
heard on all sides. 


BED DESIGNED LIKE CRADLE 


British Scientist’s Invention Pro- 
duces Sleep by Rocking.

LONDON, July 11.—The cradle 
idea of rocking an infant to sleep 
is to be applied to adults as well. 
Sir Alfred Yarrow. British scien- 
tist, has constructed a bed which 
rocks the occupant to sleep. 

Sir Alfred conceived the idea 
of his new invention while travel- 
ing. He fo. d that when the train 
was in motion he was able to sleep 
better than when at rest. He then 
cc ustructe ‘e eradile-bed. which 
e..veriences 80 motions a minute, 
varying frc_three-eights to three- 
quarters of an inch., Nausea is pre- 
vented by making the movements 
irregular.

ROBBERY SUSPECT 


RILLED IN ATTEMPI 
TO ESCAPE ARREST 


Detective Shoots Negro on 
Market Street When He 
Tries to Flee After Being 
Caught in Pawn Shop. 


A Negro robbery suspect was 
shot and killed by a detective at 
3 o’clock this afternoon in the 


2700 block of Market street, after 
he attempted to escape from the 
detective and his companion who 
had arrested him in a pawnshop. 

While Detective-Sergeants Ferle 
and Blake, members of the Tracing 
Bureau, were in the pawnshop of 
Sam Light at 2704 Market street 
the Negro came in and attempted 
to pawn a dress suit and a watch. 

Blake, in his shirt sleeves ex- 
amining books, arrested the Negro. 
He called Ferle, who was on the 
second floor. At the door. the 
Negro jerked loose from Ferle, 
flung him against the plate-glass 
of the show window, knocked 
Blake down with his fist and start- 
ed to run, 

Fires a Warning Shot, 

Ferle, recovering quickly, fired 
one shot as a warning to halt. 
When the Negro failed to heed he 
fired again. The bullet struck the 
Negro in back of the head and he 
died immediately. 

A Negro woman ran up to the 
man on the sidewalk and threw 
her arms around him. 

“You’ve killed my sweetheart,” 
she said. 

At the Laclede Station, half a 
block away, she said she was Sadie 
Harrin of 2133 Eugenia street, but 
refused to identify the dead man 
Police took his finger prints and 
other identification marks in an 
effort to identify him as a prowler 
suspected of robbing a number of 
homes recently.

Chicagoans to Give Views

Questions Indicate That 
Death Penalty Will Be 
Demanded at Benton, IIl., 
for Adams Murder. 


A hearing on flood control in the 
Mississippi River and its tributa- 
ries, made necessary by the recent 
great flood, was opened by the Mis- 
sissippi River Commission in ‘he 


United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals ‘room at the Federal Building 
today. 

It will continue tomorrow. Last 
week, similar hearings were con- 
ducted by the commission at Vicks- 
burg, Miss.; New Orleans, La., and 
Memphis, Tenn. This is the last 
city to be visited by the commis- 
sion for this purpose. 

Representatives of the territory 
which was flooded, all the way from 
Missouri to-the Gulf. have been 
given opportunity to be heard at 
the various cities. 

About 100 persons attended the 
forenoon session, including delega- 
tions from levee districts and towns 
that were inundated. 

Congressman Edward E. Denison 
of Marion, Ill., described the flood 
as it affected Mounds and Mound 
City, near Cairo. The embankment 
of an Llinois Centra! Railroad track 
Was supposed tu serve as a levee 
for Mounds, he said, but proved 
insufficient. A new State highway 
is to be built in this section, which 
also will serve a levee, but there 
will oe a 1300-foot gap between the 
road and the railway. and the Con- 
gressman asked for a levee to fill 
it. 

If the Government is going to ‘n- 
sist on local drainage districts pay- 
ing part of the close of flood co.- 
trol works, the State of [Illinois 
wants to make the payments in 
behalf of its districts, Congressman 
Denison announced. President Pot- 
ter of the commission told him this 
would be “practically contrary to 
the law.” 

Levees Not Sufficient. 

An official statement in behalf 
of the city of Cairo and the Cairo 
Drainage District was read by 
State Representative Wilson. Tt 
suggested the necessity of raising 
all levees in that section, for a 
length of 22*°miles, to a height 
sufficient to withstand a_ 65-foot 
flood stage, or as a better alterna- 
tive, to lower the flood levels by 
providing greater areas for the 
spread of water, largely through 
setting levees farther back fromm 
the normal stream. 

“Higher levees alone,” added the 
statement, “will not be a sufficient 
protection without lowering the 
flood level, which is an absolute 
necessity for the protection of the 
city and drainage district of Cairo.” 

The levees protecting Cairo are 
60 feet high and flood stage there 
is 45 feet. The flood nearly reached 
the tops of the levees and Wilson 
said it would have gone five feet 
over the tops if it had not been 
for crevasses downstream. His 
statement suggested raising the 
drainage district levees from 57 to 
60 feet, also recommended bank 
protection work on the Ohio River 
and strengthening of a weak sec- 
tion of the Cairo city levee. 

There are three bottlenecks in 
the stream south of Cairo, which 
cause. congestion of flood water, 
because levees are too close t”- 
gether, the statement related-——im- 
mediately below Cairo, near Do- 
rena, Mo., and near Tiptonvilte, 
Tenn. These have caused increas- 
ingly higher crests in floods of the 
twentieth century, the statement 
averred. Missouri, Wilson re- 
marked with vehemence, has fine 
levees opposite Southern Illinois, 
but those of Illinois are poor, and 
he asserted it was wrong to have 
erected the Missouri protections £0 
close to the stream and force ‘igh 
water on Illinois. 

There were several other speak- 
ers in behalf of the Catro section, 
introduced by Congressman Deni- 
son and Mayor August Bode of 
Cairo. 

Chicagoans to Be Heard. 

The Executive Committee of the 
recent Chicago Flood Control Con- 
ference is to address the comnmuis- 
sion tomorrow and the Chamber 
of Commerce will entertain the 
committee and commission at 
luncheon at Hotel Statler. 

Exhaustive engineering studies 
are being made by the commission. 
These, together with information 
obtained at the public hearings, 
will be drafted into a report to be 
submitted to Major-General Jad- 
win, chief of the Army Engineering

BENTON,. Ill, July 11.—The 
trial of Charlie Birger, Ray Hy- 
land and Art Newman for the mur- 
der of Mayor Joe Adams of West 
City was resumed here today under 
precautions against a shooting in 


the courtroom. 

Before counsel began their ex- 
amination of the special panel of 
50 veniremen, Circuit Judge C. H. 
Miller ordered the relatives of the 
defendants back behind the railing. 

Mrs. Birger and Mrs. Newman, 
who had sat with their husbands 
during the three days of trial] last 
week, were moved to seats in the 
spectators’ section. Birger had 
been posing with his two small 
children, his wife and his sister, 
Mrs. Ray Shamsky, gathered about 
him in a family group. The three 
gangsters sat alone today, beyond 
the reach of any who might be 
moved to pass weapons to them. 

Authorities do not fear a break 
for liberty so much as they do that 
Birger and Newman might clash. 
They are bitter’ enemies, have 
cursed each other in court, and 
would shoot on sight if they had 
weapons. 

Crowd in- Court; No Standces, 

An overflow crowd watched the 
selection of the jury. Spectators 
were not allowed to stand in the 
rear of the courtroom, 

State’s Attorney Martin, in ex- 
amining the  propsective jurors, 
made it clear the State intends to! 
demand the death penalty for Bir- 
ger and Hyland and possibly for 
Newman also. Each venireman is 
asked: “Are you in favor of the 
death penalty in a murder case 
if the evidence warrants?” Ven- 
iremen who express conscientious 
objection to capital punishment are 
at once challenged for cause. 

Another question to each ven- 
ireman is: “Would you permit any, 
fear that you might have;of any 
person to influence your verdict?” 
The first man isked that today re- 
plied, “No.” quietly and looked 
steadily at Birger. 

Last Friday, 17 out of 24 ven- 
iremen on the first panel were 
challenged because they had 
formed opinions or objected to the 
death penalty. It is expected that 
the special panel of 50 will be ex- 
hausted in the search for 12 Frank- 
lin County citizens who have not 
already made upxtheir minds as to 
the guilt of the gangsters. 

Executions, If Any, by Hanging. 

Although there have been ref- 
erences to the electric chair by 
lawyers in this trial, Birger, Hy-. 
land and Newman will be hanged 
if sentenced to death. The new 
Illinois law replacing the rope with 
the electric chair is not retroac- 
tive. Joe Adams was murdered 
last Dec. 12 and his murderers if 
sentenced to die must be executed 
as provided by the law in effect 
at that time. 

When court convened after the 
noon’ recess the defense challenged 
C.. F. Doty, one of “the four jurors 
accepted by the State. That left 
three jurors tentatively accepted 
by both sides. 

The defense also challenged Or- 
ville Killian in behalf of Birger. 
Albert Wines of West Frankfort 
was tentatively accepted ‘by the 
defense, replacing Killian, 

The first talesman to be chal- 
lenged by the State today was Wil- 
lis Todd, a miner of Logan, who 
had served on a murder case jury 
recently. The jury had acquitted 
the defendant. 

Community Interest in Trial. 

An jndication of community 
feeling toward the trial appeared 
in the reply of Albert Wines, a 
venireman. 

“I was at lunch,” he said in 
court, “and the waitress asked 
me: “Are you going to help hang 
Birger?” “I told her I didn’t have 
anything to do with it,” 

This created a stir among.  de- 
fense counsel, They promptly 
went into cofference and after 
some discussion challenged Wines.

INCOME TAX INCREASE 
$245,726 873 IN ERR 


Total Collection of $2,219,- 
843,014 Reported—RMiscel- 
laneous Revenue Falls. 


By the Associated Press A 

WASHINGTON, July 11.—An in- 
crease of $245,726,873 in the col- 
lection of income taxes during the 
last fiscal year over the preceding 
12 months was reported yesterday 
by the Internal Kevenue Bureau, 
which showed total collections of 
$2,219,831,014. A decrease of 
$216,031,255 was shown in miscel- 
laneous taxes, with collections of 
$645,864,495. 

Total tax collections from _ all 
sources showed an_ increase of 
$29,695,617, reaching $2,865,695,- 
509. 

The latest figures announced at 
the Treasury are somewhat differ- 
ent from previous calculations and 
still are subject to revision. - To- 
tals announced are based on tele- 
graphic reports from collectors of 
customs. Certain collections are 


not included, inasmuch as the Fed- |. 


eral Reserve Banks have not col- 
lected on checks tendered \in pay- 
ment of the taxes. 

Income tax collections for Ha- 
wail dropped to $5.143.509 from 
$6,060,722. Total collections for 
the islands were $5,340,995. 

Figures for the Philippjnes have 
not been compiled, other 
‘those from miscellaneous sources, 
which aggregate $354,084. Sale of 
documentary stamps to postmas- 
ters brought in $35,417. while in- 
ternal revenue receipts through 
customs offices were $33.825. 
These statistics represent only 11 
months’ collections.

20 Killed at Mablus and 250 In- 
jured When Hotel a Jcricho

JERUSALEM, July 11.—The 


Holy City escaped lightly in an 
earthquake felt in this region this 
‘afternoon, but loss of life and 
serious damage occurred in the 
surrounding country. Three tour- 
ists were buried in the collapse of 
a hotel] in Jericho, while there al- 
so were fatalities af Olivet, Ramal- 
lah and other villages. 

In Jerusalem the smal]! dome of 
the Holy Sepulchre was badly 
cracked and other bullidings in the 
old city collapsed. Several per- 
sons were injured, but no deaths 
were reported. 


NEW YORK, July 11.—Many 
persons were injured in Jerusalem 
and surrounding district as the re- 
sult of the earthquake during 
which houses were destrayed, it is 
stated in a dispatch to the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency. Reports re 
ceived in Jerusalem from the 
country indicate that eight persons 
were killed in Arab villages.

Judge Ragland in Majority 
Decision Cites Views of 
Sociologists and Econo- 
mists on Zoning,

JEFFERSON CITY, July 11— 
The Missouri Supreme Court, en 
banc, today overturned its .ormer 
ruling that city zoning regulations 
r> invalid unless p.operty own- 
ers are compensated for restric- 
tions on : sc of their property. The 
new decision upheld the constitu- 
tionality of the St. Louis soning 
ordinance, enacted in 1926, which 
makes no provisions for compen- 

sation. 

Judge W. T. Ragland, author of 
the opinion, held th. 1926 ordl- 
nance was a valid exercise of the 
police power of the city, and over- 
|ruled contentions that ‘he zones 
and restricted uses of property 
prescribed in the ordinance were 
arbitrary and unreasonable, 

In rejecting one contention that 
some of the features ‘f the ordi- 
nance were. discriminatory. Judge 
Ragland held that private interest 
is subordinate to the public good. 

“If through its universality an 
individual, because of special cir- 
cumstances, suffers hardship that 
fact does not render the ordinance 
void as to him.” the Judge ruled. 

Judges R. F. Walker, J. T. 
White, F. E. Atwood and. 

S. Gantt concurred in Judge - 

land’s opinion. Judges D. EB. Blair 

and W. W. Gra.2s, dissented, the 

latter writing a dissenting Opinion. 
Court Reverses Itself, 

This is a complete reversal of 
the stand taken by the court in 
1923, when it knocked out the first 
St. Louis zoning ordinance, enacted 
im 1918, because it provided no 
compensation for property owners 
deprived of free use of thelr prop-' 
erty. It wag the second ordinance 
of its kind in the United States. 
That opinion was handed down by, 
a 4 to 3 vote, Judges Graves, Walk- 
er, D. E. Blair and the iate A. M. 
Woodson holdihg the ordinance in- 
valid. Judges Ragland, White and 
J. T. Blair, the latter now off the 
bench, dissented. Sey 

The decision is of State-wide 
importance because it’ indirectly 
upholds the zoning enabling tet 
passed by the 1925 Legislature, Je- 
signed to legalize soning as ‘he 
exercise of police power, The Ft. 
L« uls ordinance of 1926 was passed 
under that act..The 1925 law ap- 
plied to all cities of more than 
60,000 population, but the 1927 
Legislature amended it to apply to 
all incorporated cities, towns and 
all villages, except tn counties of 
less than 15,000 population. 

Zone Laws in 40 States. 

In the new ruling the Supreme 
Court follows the recent trend cf 
decisions by higher courts, includ- 
ing the Supreme Court of the 
United States, upholding the prin- 
ciple of city soiling as &@ proper 
exercise of the polices power. Judge 
Ragland said 40 States had passed 
laws authorizing zoning ordinances 
and 10 of them had enabling acts 
similar to that of Missouri,

HIS AMERICAN WIFE 
AIDED IN HIS SUCCESS 


Member of Caillaux Mission 
to United States in 1925, 
He Became Interested in 
National Affairs.

PARIS, July 11.—Senator Paul 


Dupuy, directey of Petit Parisien. 
died yesterday after a short illness. 
Besides being « prominent politi- 
cian, he was one of the foremost 
journalists of *rance, interested in 
several publigations. He was 49 


years old. 

Through his American wife, who 
was Miss Halon Browne, daughter 
of Mr. ani Mrs. William H. 
Browne of New York, Senator Du- 
puy acqy;yyed a great interest in 
America., affairs, especially poli- 
tics and journalism. He was a 
member of the Caillaux mission, 


which went to Washington in 1925 
to f«zotiate terms with the United 
States Government for funding the 
French war debt. 

The Petit Parisien, the Senator's 
Paris newspaper, was founded by 
his father, Jean Dupuy, and under 
the father's direction reached th:2 
1,000,000 mark in circulation. After 
the son succeeded to its direction, 
the circulation passed the 2,000,000 
mark in ten years, ¢stablishing a 
world’s record in the newspaper 
field. 

Another publication with which 
‘ he had remarkable success is the 
Illustrated Daily Excelsior. Half a 
million dollars had been sunk into 
the vefiture when Senator Dupuy 
took hWdld of it 10 years ago. With 
Mme. Dupuy having a voice in the 
direction of it, the newspaper 
became a paying proposition in 
two years. 

Born in Paris in 1878, Senator 
Dupuy studied law and was ad- 
mitted to the bar. On the death 
of his father, however, he nban- 
doned law for journalism and poti- 
tics. He was one of the secretaries 
of the Senate and a member of 
the Committee on Foreign Affairs. 

It was said he contributed more 
than any other publisher to the 
betterment of cotiditions of the 
underpaid workers of the French 
press. 
Dupuy’s Widow an Ex-St. Louisan: 

He Visited City in 1923. 


Senator Diipty’s widow formerly 
was a St. Louisan, having lived here 
for a number of years in her youth. 
He. visited St. Louis in. November, 
1928, in the course of a tour of 
large ‘American cities for a sttidy 
of hewspaper publication and ad- 
vertising methods. He addressed 
the Advertising eat heré, spent 
ah afternoon ifspec‘ing thre plant 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

He was particularly interested in 
the Post-Dispatch radio station, 
KSD, and predicted that conversa- 
tion by redio between St. Louis and 
Paris might soon be possible. 't 
has been so for severa!l months. Al- 
though his wife did not accompany 
him on thi tour and h: 1 not been 
in the United States for some years, 
the Senator remarked while here. 
“She is still as much American ae 
ever.”

After a week-end of play and

“Several months ago the Dear. 

horn Independent published an ar- 
ticle in which my department was 
interested,” said Palma. “At my 
first oportunity, I took this up 
with Harrv Bennett, chief of the 
Ford secret service, and called his 
attention to a number of inaccur- 
acies. “"hen I quee’’ --4 hiv 
to where he got such information. 
te made it very plain indeed that 
his department had had nothing 
t> do with gathering it, that it had 
been handed entirely by the organ- 
ization of the Independent. 
“T then asked him if the same 
thing was true in regard to tho 
Sewish articles, and he said that 
it was; that the Ford secret service 
had had nothing to do with them 
“hen he further surprised me by 
gaying that Mr. Ford was really 
an admirer of the Jews.” 


Senator Reed Was Ignored in Ford 

Parleys, Sapiro Declares. 
CHICAGO, July 11.—Aaron Sa- 
piro—“Just an accident of destiny 
in the vindication of the Jewish 
people,” as he described himself—is 
satisfied with Henry Ford’s pub- 
lished apology for what Ford's 
Dearborn; Independent has said 
about the Jews. 

So satisfied is Sapiro that he said 
after returning home from Canada 
last night that he believed his mil- 
lion-dollar libel suit against Ford 
and the Dearborn Independent 
would be settled out of court—pos- 
sibly today. 

“The retraction, apology and re- 
cantation heve fulfilled the pur- 
poses of the suit, so far as the main 
intention is concerned,” he said. “I 
certainly have no desire to cause 
Mr. Ford any embarrassment what- 
soever, and I mean that to apply 
from all standpoints.” 

Sapiro, a Chicago lawyer whose 
activity in agricultural economics 
and co-operatives was attacked in 
the Dearborn Independent, said 
that negotiations for an out-of- 
court settlement have been con- 
ducted “over the heads” of Ford's 
counsel. He said he believed the 
public retractiOn was a bigger sur- 
prise to Senator James A. Reed of 
Missouri and Stewart Hanley of 
Detroit (members of Ford coun- 
sel) than to any others concerned. 

“My counsel and I were in nego- 
tiations for several months to 
bring about the main result, deal- 
ing directly with Mr. Ford,” Sapiro 
said. “We always felt certain that 
just what happened would occur if 
Mr. Ford would give the matter 
the attention required. 

“We have managed to get Mr.

Measure Proposes to Bar Wearing 
of Masks in Alabama.

City a Living Organism. 

Judge Ragland cited 21 different 
court decisions in support of his 
ruling. 

“To zone a great city like §&t. 
Louis through condemnation pro- 
ceedings would be practically im- 
possible,” he continued. “But aside 
from that, the city as a social unit 
is a living, organic thing; all the 
while changing, expanding, grow- 
ing; a zoning by condemnation un- 
der the power of eminent domain 
would tend to fossilize it and there- 
by defeat one of the essential pur- 
poses of zoning. It must be zoned, 
therefore, under the police “power, 
or not at all. ; 

“By the enabling act heretofore 
referred to, the Legislature has said 
to St. Louis and other municipali- 
ties: you may divide the munici- 


| palities into districts. and within 


such districts regulate and restrict 
the erection, construction, recon- 
struction, alteration or use of build- 
ings, structures or land. 

“Such regulations, however, shall 
be made in accordance with a 
comprehensive plan and designed 
to lessen congestion in the streets: 
to secure safety from fire, panic 
and other dangers; to promote 
health and the general welfare; to 
provide adequate light and air; to 
prevent the overcrowding of land; 
to avoid undue concentration of 
population; to facilitate the ade- 
quate provisions of transportation,

Eminent Backing for Zoning. 
“And this the ordinance under 
If its 
provisions may be regarded as a 
reasonably appropriate means of 
accomplishing the ends so specified, 
it is a valid exercise of the police 
power. In this connection it should 
be said that the test is not whether 
the individual members of this or 
any other court think the ordi- 
nance wise or expedient, that was 
for the determination in the first 
instance of the legislative ‘body 
which passed it. Before we can 
hold it invalid we must find that 
its provisions have no real or sub- 
Stantial relation to the evils of con- 
gestion in the streets, fire hazard. 
Over-crowding, etc.” 

Judge Ragland recalled that the 
principle of zoning for large cities 
has been worked out from conclu- 
sions reached by students of social 
science, and that zoning was advo- 
cated by eminent scientific and 
engineering. associations. 

“The view of sociologists and 
others who through study and in- 
vestigation are competent to form 
opinions, with respect to city zon- 
ing, are now generally accepted,” 
he wrote. “In the light of these it 
cannot be said that the ordinance 
in question, considered with refer- 
ence to its general features, has no 
real relationship to congestion of 
traffic, to fire hazard, to the public 
health and to the public safety.” 

Power of City Council. 

Judge Ragland overruled an as- 
sertion of the automobile com- 
|Ppany’s attorneys that exclusion of 
business buildings from the par- 
ticular zone was arbitrary and un- 
reasonable. This contention struck 
at the basis of classification adopt- 
ed by the ordinance. He cited de- 
cisions of other courts sustaining 
Such classifications and held that 
“the wisdom or expediency of es- 
tablishing a primary residential dis- 
trict, and excluding from both com- 
mercial and industrial establish- 
ments, is for the City Council to 
determine in the exercise of its 
legislative judgment.” 

Filing of the application for 2 
permit before the ordinance went 
into effect was no reason why the 
crdinance should not be held applic- 
able to the company after it wen‘ 
into effect, the Judge held.

SOUT FIELD STF-1, 
BABY DIRIGIBLE, IN 
WRECK IN COUNTY 


Gas Bag Ripped on Power 
Line, but Ship Settles 
Slowly and Crew Steps 


Out Uninjured. 


The TF-1, smallest of all the 
dirigibles at Scott Field, crashed in 
St. Louis County last night, without 
injury to its occupants——Lieut, Col. 
John A. Paegelow, commandant of 
the field; Lieut K,. S. Axtater and 
Corporal H. T. Robinson. 

Only 50 feet long, and equipped 


with a small three-cylinder motor, 
the baby non-rigid is in the nature 
of a motorized observation balloon, 
constructed for experimental pur- 
poses. With Col. Paegelow pilot- 
ing, it left Scott Field yesterday 
afternoon for a routine cruise over 
St. Louis, St. Louis County and the 
East Side, 

Engine trouble developed, and 4 
landing was made on the grounds 
of Joseph O’Neill on the Denny 
road, a mile and a half north of 


+t Kirkwood. 


After an inspection, the craft 
took to the air again, at 7:45 p. 
m., but the engine missed fire, and 
the ship failed to clear the high 
tension Keokuk power lines of the 
Union Electric Co., a short dis- 
tance away. The upright support 
of the wires ripped the gas bag, 
and the ship descended slowly to 
the ground, its occupants stepping 
out unharmed. The collision with 
the wires caused sparks to fly, but 
there was no fire. 

The TF-i, deflated, was trans- 
ported back to Scott Field on a 
truck, and will be repaired. It had 
contained 30,000 cubic feet of the 
nonexplosive helium gas, costing 
about $900.

‘The thwarted will to power, 
which is responsible for so much 
happiness and so many inferiority 
complexes, its much more diffi- 
cult to trace to its source in grown- 
ups than children. One reason is 
that the ordinary man or woman 
is quite umaware that the desire 
tor power is universal. It is gen- 
erally interpreted in the narrow 
sense of the desire to dominate 
ene’s fellow men, and since this 
is an anti-social instinct, people 
will not admit that they possess 
itt. Another difficulty in realizing 
the workings of the power instinct 
lies in the fact that it is essen- 
tially inseparabie from the sex in- 
stinct. Sex and power, Coster tells 
us, are fundamentally the same 
thing. Im ordinary civilized life 
—the same author tells us—one is 
constantly used in speaking as a 
substitute for the other. Thus we 
say that a man is “wedded” to his 
profession, or that the creations 2f 
aa artist are his children, and these 
sayings are profoundly true. The 
life force finds in every one these 
two channels for its self-expression.

Canned string beans .an be food 
or mediocre, depending on the way 
they are canned. 

Either glass or tin containers 
may be used for packing, but the 
steam pressure canner is essential 
They should be canned within two 
hours after they are picked. 

Select carefully, string, wash 
thoroughly and cut intc pieces the 
size desired. In enough boiling wa- 
ter to cover, boit for 5 minutes in 
an uncovered veeel, Pack in con- 
tainers at once .fhile boiling hot. 
Cover with the water in which they 
were boiled. Add one teaspoon of 
salt to each quart. 

Process immediately at 10 pounds 
pressure, or 240 degrees Fahren- 
heit, quart jars, 40 minutes; pint 
glass jars. 35 minutes, and No. 2 
and No. 3 tin cans, 30 minutes. Re- 
move jars from the canner and in- 
vert glass jars, placing them out of 
drafts. Plunge <n cans in cold 
water to cool quickly. 

Mark all jars and cans for later 
identification. Keep them at room 
temperature for at least a week.

Safe and Sane Ocean Flights 
Can Be Made Regular Routine’ 


Levine’s Eagerness and Haste May Result in 
Insufficient Preparation for Return, 
His Former Pilot Fears.

LONDON, July 11. — Nobody 
knows better than Clarence OD. 
Chamberlin that his flight from 
New York to Germany was a haz- 
ardous stunt which exhibited little 
in the science of aviation except 
the worth of the Bellanca mono- 


'plane and his worth as a flyer. 


Instead of repeating the stunt, 
for whatever publicity it might 
bring him, Chamberlin is saving 
himself for a feat comparable to 
that of Commander Richard E. 
Byrd's European flight, but on a 
more advanced scale, to prove that 
flights both ways between Europe 
and America can be put on a 
reasonably safe and sane basis of 
regularity. 

In this effort Chamberlin hopes 
to be associated with Giuseppe M. 
Bellanca, designer of the Colum- 
bia. This airplane ~has_ proved 
more efficient than nearly every 
model in the United States, al- 
though it was conceived in 1919 
and actually used two years as a 
passenger and freight carrier be- 
fore it made the German flight. 

Thinks Levine Too Hasty. 

Chamberlin thinks that Maurice 
Drouhin, French pilot engaged to 
fly the Columbia back to the Unit- 
ed States with Charles A. Levine, 
is an excellent pilot and that the 
return flight will be successful if 
time is taken to make sufficient 
preparation. He doubts that Le- 
vine will allow this necessary time, 
especially if any other Evtropean 
planes show indications of making 
an earlier flight.

GENEVA, Switzerland, July 11. 
~The tragic death of the Irish 
statesman Kevin O’Higgins yester- 
day has by some strange turn 


served to prevent any immediate 
collapse of the tripartite naval 
conference. 

Out of respect to the memory of 
Mr. O’Higgins, who was present at 
Geneva only last weck as the re- 
presentative of the Irish Free State, 
the delegates today decided to post- 
pone indefinitely the plenary public 
session which had been requested 
by W. C. Bridgeman, head of the 
British delegation. 

Bridgeman had asked for the 
meeting in order to give the Brit- 
ish deelgation an opportunity to 
restate its position on the cruiser 
problem, to clear up what he called 
misunderstandings, and to ask a 
series of questions of the American 
delegation. 

Today's projected session had 
been considered potentially filled 
with danger. The American dele-e 
gation did not desire it because it 
believed little good could be 
achieved by a public debate of this 
nature, The Americans were ready, 
however, to answer any of the 
questions which the British might 
propound and might have asked a 
few questions themselves, 

Japanese Worried. 

It is understood that the Jap- 
anese, like the Americans, looked 
with some apprehension upon the 
projected session because of the 
risk that things would be said that 
might disrupt the conference. 

Late last night, the British. pre- 
sumably as the result of word from 


London, suggested to Hugh Gib- 
son, h@gpd of the American délega- 
tion, that the meeting be  post- 


poned. Gibson answered that as 
the British had requested the .ses- 
sion, it is they who should assume 
the responsibility and initiative of 
having it called off. 

This reply resulted in non action 
and virtually all of the delegates 
to the conference spent a sleep- 


_less night as a result, for all know 


that the conference was on the 
brink of a precipice. . 
Bridgeman had explained that 
Great Britain’s propogal to confine 
the treaty to an arrangement con- 
cerning building programs was 
worth serious study and that under 
the circumstances it was perhaps 
unnecessary to go on with the pub- 
li¢ meetings. Bridgeman finally 
decided to convoke to the British 
and Dominion delegates this morn- 
ing to take some final stand and 
it was just before thi meeting 


opened that official announcement. 


was received that O'Higgins had 
been assassinated. 
An Appreciated Suggestion. 

The next development of an 
anxious forenoon was a telephone 
call from the headquarters of the 
American lIegation communicating 
Gibson's assumption that in view 
of the death of the Irish minis- 
ter. the British would prefer toe 
cancel the public session. If this 
was the case, the message said, 
Gibson was entirely of the opin- 
ion that it should be done and, tna- 
deed. hoped that it would be as @ 
tribute to O'Higgens. 

This American initiative was 
deeply appreciated in British cir- 
cles and soon afterward an offi- 
cial communique stating that the 
plenary session scheduled for 16- 
day had been indefinitely poste 
poned was made pubiic. 

Averts Possible Rupture. 

The general opinion voiced et 
Geneva was that the death of the 
Irish leader had saved the British 
from an awkward situation from 
which they were seeking to extr’- 
cate themselves and what was even 
more important had saved the cone 
ference from a possible rupture. 

The British proposal which wag 
to have been taken under consié- 
eration is the same as advanced 
several days ago.

 rocagpeempoay JULIUS REED- 
ER of the Fairmount Jockey 
Club gave the Post-Dispatch 
some interesting figures to show 
the living expenses of all the 
creatures, human and horse, that 
dwell upon a race track during 
the running of a racing meet. 

As shown by the recent 32-day 
session at Collinsville, every 
horse carried on the track's 
books earned a living for ap- 
proximately two persons. Reed- 
er’s figures also disclose the 
rather amazing fact that there is 
no possible chance for the horses 
to earn as much money from 
the very liberal rewards offered 
by the race track in purses and 
stakes ag is needed to maintain 
and race them. 

The figures submitted by Mr. 
Reeder show that the total living 
cost of the horses, jockeys, 
stable men and owners involved 
in the handling of the 659 head 
of racing stock during the last 
meeting amounted to $521,216. 
The total offerings in purses and 
stakes during the 32 days’ meet- 
ing amounted to approximately 
$275,000. 

This leaves a deficit in ecarn- 
ing power on the part of the 
horses of $246,000.

The answer is found in the bet- 
ting ring, where the owner or 
his representative is seen as 
often as the mere fan. Not only 
eould racing not exist without 
betting, from the public view- 
point, but even the owner could 
not make both ends meet. with- 
out either having down his own 
money or that of an “angel.”
